At the conclusion of the 
reading, Russell affirmed 
she would accept the 
duties placed upon her to 
be a member of the Elba 
Board of Education. 

She was welcomed to 
the board by her fellow 
members and the superin- 
tendent. 

The board was sched- 
uled to conduct its regular 
monthly meeting Tuesday 
evening, Oct. 19, of this 
week; however, that meet- 
ing had not concluded as 
of press time this week.

Thursday morning, Oct. 14, to the scene of a two-vehicle automobile wreck on County Road 376 that claimed the life 
of an Elba man. Alabama State Troopers investigated the wreck, and said the accident happened at approximately 8:55 
a.m. last Thursday morning when a 2014 Jeep Cherokee [pictured above in the center of the roadway], driven by Robin 
Taylor Fleming, age 50, of Andalusia, Ala., crossed the center line of the road and collided with a 1993 Chevrolet S-10 
truck, being driven by John Ira Folmer, age 66, of Elba. Folmer was pronounced dead at the scene. The wreck was 
approximately eight miles east of the Elba City Limits on Coffee County Road 376. Also responding to the scene were 
members of the Coffee County Sheriff’s Office, Elba Volunteer Fire Department, and Enterprise Rescue. No further 
details were released by Troopers regarding this fatal accident.

A director reports 


continued decrease in COVID cases 


Coffee County EMA of- 
ficials noted Friday, Oct. 
15, that COVID-19 cases 
and hospitalizations had 
continued to decrease over 
the last two weeks in Cof- 
fee County. 

“Our positivity rate has 
also dropped with Cof- 
fee County now rated at a 
‘substantial’ [rather than 
‘high’] community trans- 
mission rate on the ADPH 
surveillance dashboard,” 
said Coffee County EMA 
director James Brown last 
Friday. 

He said two weeks prior 
that Alabama was aver- 
aging about 1,000 new 
cases ‘per day, according 
to ADPH NAAT test num- 
bers, but as of last Friday, 
that average had dropped 
to 583 per day throughout 
the state. 

“This is a drop of more 
than 40 percent per day 
from our last report on Oct. 
1st,” Brown said. “In Coffee 
County, our numbers show 
26 positive NAAT tests in a 
seven-day period or a little

cent, but our rate has had 
a sharp drop over the last 
month,” he said. 
Hospitalizations and 
deaths continue to be the 
main concern, but Brown 
said that is showing better 
numbers too with a signifi- 
cant decrease in hospital- 
izations going from 1,321 
cases in Alabama hospitals 
on the 30th of September to 
793 cases on Oct. 15th. 
“The rate of climb on 


‘deaths also has slowed sig- 


nificantly though it can take 
several weeks to process 
cause of death,” Brown 
said. “On Sept. 30th, we 
showed 182 total deaths in 
the county. That number in- 
creased by six over the last 
two weeks leaving us with 
a total of 188 deaths due to 
COVID [in Coffee County] 
since the beginning of this 
pandemic.” 

Brown further noted that 
the COVID vaccination 
rate had seen only a slight 
increase over the past few 
weeks. As of Friday, Oct. 
15, he said 39.89 percent 
of the county’s eligible 
population had completed 
at least one dose of the vac- 
cine while 33.43 percent 
had completed the dosage

Coffee County Probate Judge BDEaKe 
at Sept. 28th Elba Lions Club meeting 


The Elba Lions Club 
met Tuesday, Sept. 28, 
at the National Security 
Conference Center, and 
guest speaker was Coffee 
County Probate Judge Jodee 
R. Thompson. 

After Judge Thompson 
shared her background and 
education credentials, she 
described some of the duties 
of a county probate judge. 

As Judge of Probate, 
she is the Chief Election 
Officer of Coffee County. 
She serves, along with the 
Coffee County Sheriff and 
Circuit Court Clerk, as 
chairperson of the boards 
which oversee the election 
process. She appoints all the 
local election officials. 

Judge Thompson encour- 
aged the members present 
to vote in all elections and 
reminded them the next pri- 
mary election will be May 
24, 2022; a runoff, if neces- 
sary, will be June 21, 2022; 
and the general election will 
be Noy. 8, 2022. 

Another of Judge 
Thompson’s responsibilities 
involved car tags. Everyone 
who has ever owned a vehi- 
cle in Coffee County has 
possibly had experience 
with either buying a tag or 
changing a title on a vehicle. 
Judge Thompson attributes 
the ease of the processes 
with capable staff in place in 


both the Elba and Enterprise ~ 


offices. 

Judge Thompson encour- 
aged all Lions Club members 
to have a viable power of 
attorney. COVID had made 
this almost a necessity. If a 
person is physically unable 
to take care of finances, as 
well as other important deci- 
sions, this document will 
give an individual’s person 
of choice the responsibil- 
ity over these matters. She 
also encouraged everyone to 
have a Will. Without one, 
an individual has no con- 
trol over what happens to 
his assets or debts after his 
death. 

Judge Thompson made 
the attendees aware that the 
probate court also oversees 
adoptions and involuntary 
commitments. She asked 


members to contact their 
representatives to encour- 
age them to allocate more 
funds for mental health. She 
said there are never enough 
resources for the many cases 
being heard. 

Judge Thompson ended 
her presentation by saying, 
“Being the probate judge is 
the best job I have ever had.” 

Club president Leo Brown 
recognized two other guests, 
Barbara Cole and Ted 
Roberts. Following this rec- 
ognition, a busines session 
was held, and Kay Mack 
was elected to serve as vice 
president. 

Recognition also was 
given for some donations 
made recently. The next 
meeting will be Tuesday, 
Oct. 26th.

The fifth-ranked Elba 
Tigers hosted the fourth- 
ranked and undefeated 
Ariton Purple Cats 
Friday night in a Class 
2A headliner in front of 
a large and noisy crowd 
at. Tiger Stadium and gave 
their fans plenty to cheer 
about as they moved into a 
first place tie in the region 
standings with an exciting 
41-25 win. 

The two region rivals 
swapped punts on their 
initial possessions, but 
Ariton got its offense in 
gear on its second series 
as the Purple Cats went 
44 yards in six plays to 
get on the scoreboard. The 
score came on a 32-yard 
pass from Ian Senn to 
Matthew Harrell, and while 
the extra-point try failed, 
Ariton was on top 6-0 with 
5:40 left in the first quarter. 

Elba began its ensuing 
possession at the Ariton 
22-yardline after a 46-yard 
kickoff return by Peyton 
McCart, and four plays 
later the Tigers were in the 
endzone. Alvin Henderson 
rushed for 31 yards on 
two carries and scored the 
touchdown on a 14-yard 
scamper, and while the 
extra-point try sailed wide, 
Elba had pulled even at 6-6 
with 3:35 remaining in the 
quarter.
